Arguments Lasted Three Hours 
Jury Took the Case 


at 11:45 


Much better progress was made in 
the Tone Tompkins 
trial Thursday 
than was expected. 
The introduction 
of testim ony was concluded Thursday 
evening and the argum ents were made 
»his m orning. 
Judge Sparks gave each side one and 
one-half hours for argum ent. 
Deputy 
Prosecutor K iplinger opened for the 
State and was followed by Attorney 
Young for the defense and Prosecutor 
Bassett closed for the State. 
The attorneys for the defense argued 
that, as Judge M orris expressed it, 
Tompkins w*s “ crazy rotten drunk,M 
at the tim e of the assault, that he did 
not know wlmt he was doing, and that 
he did not intend to kill Morgan 
They admitted that liquor had been a 
curse to him, but said thAt the trouble 
! ad been a lesson to him and promised 
that he would reform. 
They did not 
deny th at he had committed an Assault 
and battery upon Morgan, bnt did 
deny the intent as alleged in the in­ 
dictm ent. 
The S tate’s attorneys argued that 
the fact that Tompkins had made a 
pair of babbit m etal knocks, carried 
them w ith him, had once tried to pick 
trouble with Morgan, and had twice 
threatened, before others, to “ fix M or­ 
gan before n ig h t,’’ showed malice and 
intent to m urder. 
They also argued 
that the wounds on M organ’s head 
hart been made w ith knocks. 
The argum ent 
was concluded at 
11:40. 
Jude Sparks 
instructed the 
ju ry in w riting and it retired at 11:45 
The ju ry was still out at 4 o’clock. 
D uring the argum ent this morning 
Tom pkins’ father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. P at Tompkins and his wife and 
two little children 
sat w ith him. 
Tompkins spent much time in fondling 
the children and seldom glanced at 
the jnry.

Havana. Sept. 
28.—The 
Moderate 
party has decided to make a final ef­ 
fort to perpetuate the authority of the 
Palma administration by determining 
to reject the resignation of the presi­ 
dent when presented to congress to­ 
day. When this decision was reached 
Secretary of War Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon, the Ameri­ 
can commissioners, had already con­ 
cluded to intervene, but they agreed 
to await developments, as they are 
anxious to afford the Cubans every 
opportunity to work out their own 
salvation. 
President Palma steadfastly refuses 
every solicitation of his friends to 
withdraw his resignation. 
Typical of 
this was the cablegram he sent to 
President Roosevelt in response to the 
final urgent message from the Ameri­ 
can president that he remain at his 
helm. 
In this President Palma ex­ 
pressed his warmest appreciation of 
President Roosevelt’s efforts to secure 
peace for Cuba and the friendship he 
has always shown the Cuban people. 
Immediate developments in the sit­ 
uation depend on the action taken by 
congress today. 
It is not likely that 
the Liberals will attend the session, 
but the Moderates and the liberal Na­ 
tionalists combined expect to secure 
a quorum. 
The Moderate leaders ex­ 
pect 
nothing 
except 
intervention. 
Even should congress carry out its 
announced intention of not accepting 
President Palm a’s resignation. Secre­ 
tary Taft will hold that a vacancy ex­ 
ists unless Palma himself concludes 
to remain in office. 
In the meanwhile preparations for 
the landing of marines and bluejackets 
from the American warships have 
been fully completed, and within a 
short time after Secretary Taft gives 
the order all 
advantageous 
points 
which already have been selected by 
naval officers would be occupied by & 
force of at least 2,500 men. 
Such an 
order would not be given until Sec­ 
retary Taft regards it as absolutely 
necessary, but it is certain that the 
present conditions will not he allowed 
to continue for more than one day 
longer 
The non-acceptance of Presi­ 
dent Palma's resignation and Its with­ 
drawal will be Cuba’s last card. 
General Frederick Funston has ar­ 
rived here. 
He has gone over all the 
military plans, approved them and 
familiarized himself with the military 
situation as presented by Major Ladd, 
who has been here for a fortnight. 
Were it possible to induce President 
Painia to Withdraw his resignation the 
situation still would be most difficult, 
and Intervention would continue to be 
the 
most 
probable 
outcome. 
If 
Palma's resignation were accepted it 
would then become necessary for con­ 
gress to elect a provisional president. 
Such an election would be a new sort 
of contention, not only between the 
opposing political parties, but proba­ 
bly between the opposing factions 
within these parties. 
The American 
commissioners will not brook the es­ 
tablishment of a provisional govern­ 
ment by the Cubans simply as a means 
of gaining time. 
They hold that If a 
provisional government is created it 
must be by the United States. 
Sec­ 
retaries Taft and Bacon would not be 
properly discharging their full duties 
if such a government were created in 
any other manner. 
The American commissioners have 
little confidence in the seriousness of 
the intentions of the politicians, who 
have been vacillating and insincere 
throughout these nine days of futile 
negotiations. 
This being the situa­ 
tion. nobody is inclined to doubt that 
within twenty-four hours Secretary 
Taft, by authority of the president of 
the United States, will proclaim him­ 
self provisional governor of Cuba,

WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE 


State Federatio n o f Labo r Declare* fo r 


This Refo rm. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Septem ber 28 .— 
The State Federation of Labor in­ 
dorsed a resolution fav oring woman*« 
suffrage for Indiana. 
It also declared 
for the enactm ent of a two-cent-a-miie 
fare law for steam roads and com­ 
m ended the anti-tuberculosia crusade 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
A 
resolution recom m ending that 
a 
m ov em ent be started to obtain half 
fares for workingm en on streetcars 
and interurbans during certain hours 
of the day was adopted. 
The federa­ 
tion commended the work of Factory 
Inspector McAbee and adopted a res­ 
olution 
against the em ploym ent of 
girls under eighteen in tobacco fac­ 
tories. 
It dem anded the enactm ent of 
a law prohibiting the sale of conv ict 
m ade goods in the open m arket in 
com petition with that of free labor. 
It was decided to hold the next con­ 
v ention at Muncie, which receiv ed 57 
v otes: Ev ansv ille, 33; Lafayette, 20. 


Chairm an O'Brien has returned to 
his home at Lawrenc-eburg. leav ing the 
arrangem ent of B ryan’s Indiana itin­ 
erary to Chairm an H endren of the 
speakers’ bureau. 
Chairm an O’Brien 
will return, howev er. Sunday, and the 
Itinerary will be com pleted probably 
by the first of next week. 
Chairm an 
O'Brien said th at the second day's 
trip will be started from Indianapolis 
and will wind up here at night with a 
m onster rally for which Chairm an Da­ 
v is of the county com m ittee is now 
making arrangem ents. It was thought 
th at the special would leav e Ev ans­ 
v ille the morning of the second day 
and that speeches would be m ade com­ 
ing northw ard, but B ryan’s car will 
be attached to the regular Ev ansv ille 
& T erre H aute train leav ing Ev ans­ 
v ille after the m eeting and brought to 
Indianapolis by the way of T erre 
Haute. 
It will reach here about 4 in 
the m orning and will lie here until 
about 7, when the trip will be re­ 
sumed. 
Chairm an 
O’Brien 
contem ­ 
plates a big swing around the circle 
on the second day that will probably 
include Anderson, Muncie, Alexandria. 
Marion. Peru and some other points 
in the gas belt.
